1 . Regarding to claim 17, the claimed computer readable medium as one skilled in 
the art would know is being interpreted as a tangible memory device, such as, a CD 
ROM, RAM, hard drive, etc.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/27/09 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 5/27/09.

3. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
independent claims 1,9, 17 and 25 are each drawn to a method, system and computer 
program product for developing information for a wireless information system 
comprising, receiving information preferences from a plurality of subscribers and 
aggregating said information preferences received from said plurality of subscribers into 
aggregated information preferences, wherein at least two of said aggregated 
information preferences correspond to different data of said same data source provider, 
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transmitting said aggregated information preferences to said same data source 
provider. This particular combination of elements and steps claimed as Applicant's 
invention is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art.
